School Report. 


In offering our usual report for the school year, we cannot 
cefrain from saying just a word in praise of the present sys- 
tem which we believe has come to stay. It is much more unt- 
form, enables us to secure better teachers and by giving eaeh 
school the same number of weeks, the pupil who lives in a 
sparsely settled neighborhood stands on the same footing as 
the heretofore more favored village scholar. We feet justified 
in saying that our scholars have steadily improved under this 
system, aided as it has been by the free text books law which 
is a great boon to our educational system. 

_ With one exception our teachers have given satisfaction. 
In this case the teacher was employed through a Pedagogical 
Bureau and after a week’s trial was dismissed and another 
substituted. It is very difficult to always obtain first class 
teachers, but to this end we have always worked and we trust 
we have been as successful as in years past. We are pleased 
to note that many more names appear on the Roll of Honor 
this year than last, that of the Mills school having more than 
doubled. In the Smith’s Corner school we find one term with 
only one name less on the Roll than there were scholars. In 
the Centre and South road schools we are sorry to say there is 
heed of great improvement in this direction as the registers 
show more irregular attendance than any other schools in 
town. Parents, this evil of irregular attendance should be 
laid more at your door thas the scholars’. You should not 
only encourage them to regular attendance by your precept, 
but by your example show that you are interested in their edu- 
cation, and, instead of keeping the boy out to help you on the 


—— 


—_— 
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farm or elsewhere, put yourself out if necessary, that he may 
be regular at school. _ It will pay you better in the long run 
tnan bonds, stocks or money in banks. In this age of rush 
and competition our children must be edueated or they never 
ean fill positions of honor or trust. 

It is a lamentable fact that many of the parents, names 
never appear among the list of visitors. Now it is all wrong, 
as no parent is excusable unless he or she visits the school at 
least twice during each term. You have no right to leave the 


entire care of your child’s edueation to the teacher and the 


school board. How do you know your boy or girl receives 
proper instruction unless you are there once in a while to see? 

We wish every teacher would use a system of rank and de- 
portment cards such as was used in the Miils school during 
the past winter term, then negligent parents would be obliged 
to know something about their children’s standing in school. 

It will be noticed by examining last year’s report that the 
schools were unequal in length caused by sickness which re- 
sulted in closing several. ‘Chis year we made up last year’s 
deficiency as to number of weeks. ‘To do this we were obliged 
to use some of the present year’s funds, thus cutting short our 
last term which gave us twenty-four weeks for the year in- 
stead of twenty-six. 

Our schools are now all even except the Raccoon hill, which 
owing to the poor condition of the house for a winter term 
three weeks were added to the fall term at the suggestion of 
the parents, and the remaining five weeks left over to go on to 
the spring term of the coming year. The necessary amount 
of money is kept in reserve for that purpose. We have made 
no extensive repairs, simply because we could not. At the 
last annual meeting money was raised for repairs with the un- 
derstanding that the Raccoon hill house should receive the - 
expenditure. But as it was necessary to first change the 
location before repairing, a special meeting was called for that; 
purpose and the transaction of other business connected there- 
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with. At this meeting no vote could be passed to move the 
house, and the feeling being prevalent that a new house could 
be built nearly as cheaply as the old’ one could be moved and 
repaired, nothing was done. The requisite number of voters 
to raise money not being present and as the money raised 
could be used only for repairs, no new house could be» built. 
The coming summer a new house should be built or the old 
one moved and repaired, also the house at South Road should 
be shingled aad thoroughly repaired on the inside, then our 
school houses would all be in first class condition. 

In conclusion we will say, the town has always given us 
what financial support we needed, and if in the future every 
one interested in education will put their shoulder to the 
wheel, the schools of our town need rank second to none in the 
state.
